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INTEODUCTION. 


In  the  year  1834,  the  Court  of  Common  Council  appointed  a 
Committee  to  inquire  into  the  relations  of  the  City  to  the  Hoyal 
Hospitals,  and  as  one  of  the  results  of  the  labours  of  that  Com- 
mittee, a book  called  “ Memoranda,  References,  and  Documents 
relating  to  the  Royal  Hospitals  of  the  City  of  London,”  prepared 
under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  by  Mr.  J.  F.  Firth,  a clerk 
in  the  Town  Clerk’s  Office,  was  printed  and  published  in  the 
year  1836. 

Up  to  that  time  no  authentic  account  of  the  establishment  of 
those  great  and  valuable  institutions  had  appeared,  and  the  Charity 
Commissioners,  in  their  elaborate  report  upon  them,  acknowledge 
how  largely  they  were  indebted  to  Mr.  Firth’s  work. 

In  the  year  1862,  the  extension  of  the  South-Eastern  Railway 
to  Charing  Cross  having  caused  the  destruction  of  St.  Thomas’s 
Hospital,  then  standing  at  the  foot  of  London  Bridge,  the  in- 
habitants of  Southwark  invoked  the  assistance  of  the  Corporation 
of  London  in  their  struggle  against  its  removal  from  the  neigh- 
bourhood of  the  ancient  site.  This  assistance  being  accorded  by 
the  unanimous  vote  of  a Special  Court  of  Common  Council,  and 
the  Governors  of  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital  having,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Government  and  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Works, 
concluded  an  agreement  for  rebuilding  the  Hospital  at  Stangate,  a 
contest  necessarily  arose  before  the  Court  of  Chancery,  with  whom 
the  approbation  of  the  site  finally  rested  under  “ The  St.  Thomas’s 
Hospital  Act,  1862.” 

For  the  purposes  of  this  contest  a largo  amount  of  time  was 
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bestowed  in  searching  the  records  of  the  Corporation,  the  public 
records  at  the  Rolls  Office,  the  Privy  Council,  and  elsewhere,  to 
obtain  information  as  to  the  foundation  of  that  hospital,  and  the 
history  of  that  and  the  other  hospitals  to  the  present  time ; and  a 
quantity  of  most  interesting  matter  was  in  consequence  discovered 
(beginning  with  the  original  negotiations  of  the  City  for  the  pur- 
chase of  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital)  which  was  not  in  Mr.  Firth’s  book, 
and  the  greater  part  of  which  seems  not  to  have  been  known  to 
the  Charity  Commissioners,  or  indeed  at  all. 

The  contest  being  over,  it  was  represented  to  the  Library  Com- 
mittee that  it  would  be  matter  of  regret  if  this  collection  of  valuable 
historical  documents  should  be,  as  it  were,  buried  among  law  papers 
in  the  City  Solicitor’s  Office  ; and  they,  concurring  in  that  opinion, 
reported  the  matter  to  the  Common  Council,  and  that  Court 
authorized  the  printing  of  the  most  interesting  portion  as  a 
supplement  to  Mr.  Firth’s  book. 

In  doing  this,  there  is  no  desire  to  depreciate  his  services. 
When  he  compiled  the  “ Memoranda,”  the  records  of  the  Cor- 
poration were  but  very  imperfectly  and  partially  indexed.  The 
labour  of  a quarter  of  a century  has  since  been  uninterruptedly 
devoted  to  them  by  the  late  Librarian  of  the  Corporation,  Mr. 
Alehin ; and  his  indexes  most  materially  assisted  in  the  discovery 
of  the  facts  now  published. 

It  is  to  be  desired  that  one  day  the  two  books  may  be  blended 
together.

EXEMPLIFICATION  OF  THE  ORIGINAL  LETTERS  PATENT  UNDER  THE 
GREAT  SEAL.* 

EDWARD  the  Sixth,  by  the  grace  of  God,  King  of  England, 
Eranec,  and  Ireland,  Defender  of  the  Faith,  and  on  earth  the 
Supreme  Head  of  the  English  and  Irish  Church,  to  all  to  whom 
these  present  letters  shall  come  greeting.

And  further  know  ye  that  we  of  our 
special  grace,  and  of  our  certain  knowledge  and  mere  motion,  and 
by  our  royal  authority  of  supreme  head  of  the  English  and  Irish 
church,  do  appropriate  unite  annex  and  incorporate  to  the  afore- 
said Mayor  and  Commonalty  and  Citizens  of  the  said  city  of  Lon- 
don and  their  successors  the  rectory  and  church  of  Saint  Thomas  in 
Southwark  aforesaid,  with  all  tithes,  oblations,  and  all  other  the 
rights  and  appurtenances  to  the  same  Mayor  and  Commonalty  and 
Citizens  of  the  said  city  of  London  and  their  successors,  and  by 
these  presents  do  give  and  grant  the  same  to  be  possessed  by  them 
to  their  own  use  at  all  future  times.  And  further  we  will  and  by 
our  royal  authority  which  we  possess,  of  our  special  grace,  and  of 
our  certain  knowledge  and  mere  motion  have  given  and  granted, 
and  by  these  presents  for  us  our  heirs  and  successors  do  give  and 
grant  to  the  aforesaid  Mayor  and  Commonalty  and  Citizens  of  the 
said  City  of  London  and  their  successors  full  license  faculty  and 
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authority  to  have  hold  possess  and  enjoy  the  aforesaid  rectory 
and  church  of  Saint  Thomas  in  Southwarke  aforesaid,  and  all  and 
singular  the  messuages  houses  buildings  glebe  lands  annuities  pen- 
sions portions  fruits  tithes  oblations,  and  all  other  rights  profits 
commodities  and  emoluments  whatsoever  to  the  said  rectory  and 
church  as  aforesaid  assigned  belonging  or  appertaining,  or  here- 
after to  be  assigned  appointed,  or  happening  to  belong  or  apper-

of  lands  and  tenements  into  mortmain,  or  the  statute  for  granting 
first-fruits  and  tenths  lately  made  and  provided  to  us  our  heirs  and 
successors,  of  benefices  dignities  and  spiritual  and  ecclesiastical 
promotions,  or  any  other  statute  act  ordinance  provision  prohibi- 
tion restriction,  or  ecclesiastical  or  temporal  law  to  the  contrary 
hereof  heretofore  had  made  enacted  ordained  or  provided,  or  any 
other  thing  cause  or  matter  whatsoever  in  any  wise  notwithstand- 
ing, and  without  any  writ  of  ad  quod  damnum,  or  any  other  writ 
mandate  or  precept  in  this  behalf  in  anywise  to  be  issued  forth  de- 
manded or  made  of  us  our  heirs  or  successors,  and  without  any 
inquisition  thereon  to  be  made  or  taken.  And  moreover,  of  our 
more  ample  grace,  We  will  and  by  these  presents  do  grant,  that 
from  the  issues  rents  and  revenues  of  the  premises  the  said  Mayor 
and  Commonalty  and  Citizens  of  the  said  City  of  London  and  their 
successors  shall  yearly  and  from  time  to  time  for  ever  find  support 
and  maintain  not  only  two  fit  and  suitable  ministers  to  celebrate 
Divine  service  and  administer  the  sacraments  and  sacramentals  as 
well  to  the  poor  and  ofi&cers  and  ministers  of  the  said  hospital  and 
house  of  the  poor  as  to  the  parishioners  of  the  said  parish  of  St. 
Thomas,  in  Southwark  aforesaid,  but  also  two  women  or  sisters,  fit 
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and  suitable  to  attend  upon  and  take  care  of  the  poor  there,  and  to 
wash  their  clothes  from  time  to  time  as  often  as  it  shall  be  neces- 
sary and  tit.  And  that  the  said  Mayor  and  Commonalty  and 
Citizens  and  their  successors,  from  the  issues  and  revenues  of  the 
premises,  from  time  to  time  for  ever,  shall  find  and  support  in  the 
said  hospital  and  house  of  poor  as  well  one  fit  porter  to  open  the 
gate  for  the  poor  there  coming  in  and  going  out,  and  one  apt  and 
skilful  surgeon,  to  cure  and  heal  the  sick  and  infirm  in  the  said 
hospital  and  house  of  poor  persons  therein  received  or  brought  or 
to  be  received  or  brought  in,  as  one  honest  sober  and  pious  man, 
who  from  time  may  and  shall  be  the  overseer  and  deputy  of  the 
Mayor  and  Commonalty  and  Citizens  and  their  successors,  not  only 
to  oversee  the  said  hospital  and  house  of  poor  with  all  the  appurte- 
nances to  the  same,  but  also  to  better  order  and  distribute  the 
revenues  of  the  same  hospital  and  house  of  poor.

yearly  value  of  forty-six  pounds,  in  our  City  of  London  or  elsewhere 
within  our  realm  of  England  or  in  TFales  or  elsewhere  wheresoever 
within  our  realm  and  dominions,  beyond  the  aforesaid  lands  tene-

A Supplication  made  by  the  Assent  of  the  Governors  of  the 
Poor,  in  the  name  of  the  same  Poor,  to  the  King’s  Majesty, 
for  the  obtaining  of  the  House  of  Bridewell,  a.d.  1552,* 

For  Jesu  Christ’s  sake,  right,  dear,  and  most  dread  Sovereign 
Lord,  we,  the  humble,  miserable,  sore,  sick,  and  friendless  people, 
beseech  your  gracious  Majesty  to  cast  upon  us  your  eyes  of  mercy 
and  compassion,  who  now  by  the  mighty  operation  of  the  Almighty 
God,  the  citizens  of  London  have  already  so  lovingly  and  tenderly 
looked  upon,  that  they  have  not  only  provided  help  for  the  mala- 
dies and  diseases,  and  the  virtuous  education  and  bringing  up  of

a thing  no  doubt,  both  unmeet  for  us  to  ask  of  your  Majesty,  and 
also  to  enjoy,  if  we  asked  the  same  for  our  sinfal  living  and  un- 
worthiness sake ; but  we,  as  the  poor  members  of  our  Saviour  Jesu 
Christ,  sent  by  him,  most  humbly  sue  to  your  Majesty,  in  our 
said  Master’s  name,  Jesu  Christ,  that  we,  for  his  sake,  and  for  the 
service  that  he  hath  done  to  your  Grace,  and  all  the  faithful  com- 
mons of  your  realm  in  spending  his  most  dear  and  precious  blood

and  upon  reading  a certificate  made  to  this  Court  from  the  Com- 
mittee for  letting  the  City  lands,  shewing  that  they  had  seriously 
considered  and  duly  informed  themselves  of  the  necessity  of  charity 
and  honor  of  that  design,  and  did  therefore  recommend  the  same 
to  this  Court  as  a pious  work,  thereupon  this  Court  did  freely

And  the 
said  Comittee  are  hereby  impowered  to  send  for  persons,  papers, 
and  records,  and  to  report  their  proceedings,  with  their  opinions,  to 
this  Court.  And  the  eldest  Alderman  who  is  present  to  take  the 
chaire,  and  the  said  Comittee  are  from  time  to  time  to  adjorne 
themselves,  as  they  shall  think  convenient,  causeing  notice  of  every 
such  adjournment  to  be  given  to  all  the  members  thereof.  And 
Robert  Walker  to  warne  and  attend  them.  [Journal  54,  fol.  121.]

This  Court  doth  nominate  and  appoint  Sir  Thomas  Stampe  [and 
others]  or  any  two  of  the  said  Aldermen,  and  four  of  the  said  Corn- 
oners,  to  be  a comittee  to  inquire  into  the  state,  condition,  and 
management  of  the  several  hospitalls  belonging  to  this  city,  and  in 
order  to  pursue  the  directions  of  this  Court  therein,  they  are  hereby 
empowered  to  send  for  persons,  papers,  books,  and  records  relating 
to  the  said  several  Hospitals,  and  to  report  their  doings  and 
proceedings  with  their  opinions  therein,  from  time  to  time,  to  this 
Court.*  [Journal  55,  fol.

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On  the  6th  September,  1737,  the  Court  of  Aldermen  ordered 
the  Clerks  of  all  the  Hospitals  to  make  a return  of  the  manner  of 
electing  their  Presidents,  and  by  whose  authority  the  Courts  had 
been  held  for  those  purposes,  and  the  following  are  the  returns 
made  in  obedience  to  that  order.* 


An  Account  of  the  manner  of  Electing  the  Presidents  of 
St.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital  upon  Deaths  or  Remo- 
vals, and  by  whose  Direction  and  Authority  the 
Courts  have  been  appointed  and  held  for  those 
purposes,  so  far  as  appears  by  the  Register  Books 
of  the  said  Hospital. 

(Extracted  by  William  Tims,  Clerk  there.) 

Soon  after  the  foundation  by  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  viz.,  from 
1549  to  1551,  the  affairs  of  this  Hospital  were  managed  by  four 
Aldermen  and  eight  Commoners,  without  any  precedency  of  Title 
in  any  of  them,  other  than  as  Aldermen. 

1551. — These  twelve,  who  were  called  Masters  or  Governors, 
divided  themselves  into  several  offices,  viz..  One  Provost,  One 
Treasurer,  Four  Surveyors,  Four  Almoners,  and  Two  Scrutineers. 
The  Provost  was  Mr.  White,  the  Senior  of  the  Four  Aldermen. 

There  was  a Rotation  of  these  Governors,  two  of  the  Aldermen 
and  four  of  the  Comoners  going  out  every  year,  and  others  chose 
to  supply  their  places.  And  these  twelve  annually  from  amongst 
themselves  chose  one  of  the  Aldermen  of  their  own  number  to  be 
President.  And 

1553. — The  Title  of  Provost  was  turned  into  President,  and  Sir 
John  Ayliffe  was  the  first  distinguished  with  that  character  at  his 
Election. 

1561. — The  Rotation  of  a President  began  to  be  omitted,  for 
altho^  till  the  year  1620,  a President  was  annually  chose,  yet  some 
of  them  were  continued  many  years  successively,  and  since  that 
time  the  Presidents  have  been  usually  chosen  without  any  limita  - 
tion of  time.

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Since  tlie  year  1580,  the  Rotation  of  the  Governors  has  not 
been  observed,  and,  therefore,  by  continuing  the  old  ones,  and  the 
Yearly  Increase  by  a new  Choice  they  do  amount  to  the  Number 
they  are  at  present. 

But  the  same  manner  of  electing  a President  has  been  observed 
and  continued  to  be  in  the  choice  of  the  Governors  present  at  such 
Election. 

There  are  no  entries  in  this  HospitaPs  Books  by  whose  direetion 
and  authority  the  Courts  have  been  appointed  for  the  ehoice  of  a 
President,  only  in  one  instance  that  the  Treasurer  and  Comittee 
of  Governors  who  attend  at  the  Compting-house  for  the  Dispatch 
of  Business  of  the  Hospital  did,  upon  the  death  of  Sir  John  Fleet, 
appoint  a General  Court  to  be  sumoned  for  the  choice  of  a 
President  in  his  stead  which  was  held  accordingly. 

General  Courts  were  not  in  use  when  the  Governors  were  but 
few,  and  since  the  increase  of  the  number  of  Governors,  and  the 
Calling  of  General  Courts,  the  following  Extracts  out  of  this 
HospitaPs  Books  relating  to  the  choice  of  a President  will  best 
explain  by  whom  or  by  whose  authority  the  Courts  have  been  held 
for  those  purposes  since  that  time. 

In  the  year  1660,  Sir  Richard  Chiverton  was  chose  President, 
and  altho’’  some  Aldermen  were  present,  the  Treasurer  put  the 
question. 

1675. — Sir  Richard  Ford  chosen  President  upon  the  resignation 
of  Sir  Richard  Chiverton,  who  presided  at  this  Court. 

1678. — Sir  Joseph  Sheldon  chosen  President  in  the  room  of  Sir 
Richard  Ford,  deceased.  This  Court  was  held  by  Anthony  Hinton, 
Esq.,  Treasurer. 

1681. — Sir  James  Edwards  ehosen  President  in  the  room  of  Sir 
Joseph  Sheldon.  This  Court  held  by  John  Nicoll,  Esq.,  Trea- 
surer. 

1688. — Sir  William  PHchard  elected  President.  The  Court 
held  by  Mr.  Nicoll,  Treasurer. 

1704. — Sir  John  Fleet  ehosen  President  on  the  death  of  Sir 
William  Pritchard.  In  the  holding  of  this  Court  Sir  Thomas 
Rawlinson  is  named  before  the  Trea’surer. 

1713. — Sir  William  Stewart  ehosen  President  in  the  room  of 
Sir  John  Fleet,  deceased.  This  Court  held  by  Peter  Joye,  Esq., 
Treasurer. 
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1723  — Sir  Richard  Brocas  chosen  President  in  the  room  of  Sir 
JlBliam  Steiaart,  deceased.  Sir  Gerard  Conyers,  Lord  Mayor, 
held  this  Court. 

Tliis  is  the  only  instance  of  a Lord  Mayor^s  holding  a Court  for 
the  choice  of  a President  in  this  Hospital  from  the.  Foundation  to 
this  time,  and  therefore  it  may  be  necessary  to  explain  the  occasion 
of  it.  Sir  Richard  Brocas  was  Treasurer  of  the  Hospital  upon  the 
death  of  Sir  William  Steivai't,  and  was  generally  believed  would  be 
chosen  to  be  his  suecessor.  And  it  was  not  thought  proper  for  him 
to  preside  in  that  Court,  where  himself  was  likely  to  be  chosen. 
And  for  that  reason  the  then  Lord  Mayor  was  desired  to  hold  that 
Court.

In  the  absence  of  William  Brocket,  Clerk  of  Christ’s  Hospital, 
Loudon.  The  Return  made  to  an  order  of  the  Right  Honourable 
the  Lord  Mayor  and  Court'of  Aldermen,  dated  6th  September,  1737. 

It  appears  by  the  antient  books  of  Christ’s  Hospital  that  the 
Courts  for  Electing  of  Presidents  on  Deaths  or  Removals  have 
been  held  by  an  Alderman  at  some  times  and  at  other  times  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  said  Hospital,  at  whieh  Courts  the  Lord  Mayor, 
and  those  who  have  been  Lord  Mayors,  have  generally  been  first  put 
up  in  nomination,  and  then  the  rest  of  the  Aldermen,  and  the  choice 
made  by  the  majority  of  hands,  but  whose  direction  and  authority 
the  said  Courts  it  doth  not  appear. 

The  Lord  Mayor  for  the  time  being  of  late  hath  held  several 
Courts  at  the  choice  of  a President,  as  appears  by  the  particular 
instances  following  : — 

In  the  year  1702,  Sir  William  Gore,  Knight,  Lord  Mayor,  held 
the  Court  at  the  election  of  Sir  Francis  Child,  President. 

1713. — Sir  Richard  Hoare,  Knight,  Lord  Mayor,  held  the  Court 
at  his  being  elected  President. 

1718. — Sir  John  Ward,  Knight,  Lord  Mayor,  held  the  Court  at 
the  electiou  of  Sir  Robert  Child,  President. 
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1721.  — Sir  George  MeW/ms/Knight,  Alderman  and  Sherriff,  held 
the  Court  at  the  eleetion  of  Hohert  Heysham,  Esq.,  Alderman, 
President. 

1722.  — Sir  Gerard  Conyers,  Knight,  Lord  Mayor,  held  the 
Court  at  the  election  of  Sir  Francis  Fforhes,  Alderman,  President. 

1727.  — Sir  John  Eyles,  Bart,,  Lord  Mayor,  held  the  Court  at 
the  election  of  Sir  George  Merttins,  Alderman,  President. 

1728.  — Sir  Edward  Beeher,  Knight,  Lord  Mayor,  at  the  election 
of  Francis  Child,  Esq  , Alderman,  President.

BRIDEWELL  AND  BETHLEM. 

1737— 27th  Septr. 

An  Account  of  the  manner  of  Electing  of  Presidents  of 
the  United  Hospitals  of  Bridewell  and  Bethlem 
on  Deaths  or  Removals,  and  by  whose  Directions 
and  Authority  the  Courts  have  been  appointed  and 
held,  as  far  as  appears  by  the  Court  Books  kept 
at  the  said  Hospital  of  Bridewell. 

The  Courts  for  the  Election  of  a President  on  Deaths  or  Re- 
movals were  antiently  held  by  an  Alderman,  or  by  Treasurer  of  the 
said  Hospitals  for  the  time  being,  and  the  person  who  was  elected 
by  the  majority  of  the  Governors  then  present  was  duly  declared 
elected,  but  it  does  not  appear  by  whose  direction  or  authority  such 
Courts  were  appointed  or  held. 

But  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  1660,  from  which  time  the 
Books  seem  to  have  been  more  regularly  kept,  the  Presidents  have 
been  chosen  as  follows,  vizt. : — 

1660.  Septr.  5. — Mr.  Treasurer  acquainted  the  Court  that  Mr. 
Alderman  Pack  had  sent  a letter  that  he  had  resigned  the  office  of 
President,  whereupon  Sir  Richard  Brown,  Bart.,  Alderman,  was 
elected  President. 

1669.  Oct.  22. — Sir  Richard  Brown  being  then  dead,  the 
Treasurer  held  a Court,  at  which  Sir  TVllliani  Turner,  Alderman, 
then  Lord  Mayor,  was  elected  President. 
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1688.  Nov.  14tli. — Tlie  Treasurer  acquainted  the  Court  that 
Sir  John  Chapman,  then  Lord  Mayor,  desired  to  decline  the  office 
of  President,  and  Sir  James  Smith,  Alderman,  was  elected  President 
in  the  room  of  Sir  William  Turner,  who  had  laid  down  his  gown 
and  ceased  to  he  an  Alderman. 

1689.  July  4. — At  a Court  held  by  the  Treasurer,  Sir  Henry 
Tulse,  Alderman,  w'as  elected  President  in  the  room  of  Sir  James 
Smith. 

1689.  July  9th. — The  Treasurer  held  this  Court,  and  acquainted 
them  that  Sir  Henry  Tulse  desired  to  be  excused  the  office  of  Presi- 
dent, and  thereupon  Sir  Robert  Geffery,  Alderman,  was  elected 
President. 

1703.  March  15. — Sir  John  Pai'sons,  then  Lord  Mayor,  held 
the  Court,  and  Sir  Samuel  Daskwood,  Alderman,  was  elected  Presi- 
dent in  the  room  of  Sir  Robert  Geffery,  deceased. 

1705.  Sep.  22. — Sir  Oioen  Buckingham,  Lord  Mayor,  held  the 
Court,  and  Sir  Thomas  Rawlinson,  Alderman,  was  elected  President 
in  the  room  of  Sir  Samuel  Dashwood,  deceased. 

1708.  March  15th. — Sir  Charles  Duncombe,  Lord  Mayor,  held 
the  Court,  and  Sir  William  Withers,  Alderman,  was  elected  Presi- 
dent in  the  room  of  Sir  Thomas  Rawlinson,  deceased. 

1720.  March  10. — Sir  John  Fryer,  Lord  Mayor,  held  the  Court, 
and  Sir  Samuel  Garrard,  Alderman,  was  elected  President  in  the 
room  of  Sir  William  Withers,  deceased. 

1725.  May  7. — Sir  George  Merttins,  Lord  Mayor,  held  the 
Court  at  which  it  was  ordered  that  the  election  of  a President  in 
the  room  of  Sir  Samuel  Gairard,  deceased,  should  be  at  the  next 
Court. 

1725.  Aug.  5. — The  Treasurer  held  the  next  Court,  at  which 
Humphrey  Parsons,  Esq.,  Alderman,  the  present  President,  was 
elected.

— On  the  death  of  Mr.  Alderman  Andrews,  a 
Court  was  held  by  Mr.  Partridge,  Treasurer,  and  Mr.  Alderman 
Warner  was  elected  President. 

7 Deer.,  1660. — At  a Court,  Mr.  Alderman  Warner  resigned  the 
Presidentship,  and  Sir  Thomas  Adams,  who  had  formerly  resigned, 
was  re-elected. 

1st  Apl.,  1668. — On  the  death  of  Sir  Thomas  Adams,  a Court 
was  held  by  Mr.  Osholston,  Treasurer,  and  Sir  William  Peak,  then 
Lord  Mayor,  was  elected  President ; and  a Committee  being  sent  to 
acquaint  him  with  it  he  refused  to  hold. 

21  Apl.,  1668. — A Court  was  held  by  Mr.  Osholston,  Treasurer, 
and  Sir  John  hawrence  was  elected  President. 

18  Peb.,  1691. — On  the  death  of  Sir  John  Lawrence,  Alderman, 
a Court  was  held  by  Mr.  Reading,  Treasurer,  and  Sir  Robert  Clay- 
ton, Alderman,  was  elected  President. 

8th  Augt.,  1707. — On  the  death  of  Sir  Robert  Clayton,  Aider- 
man,  a Court  was  held  by  Mr.  Eyre,  Treasurer,  and  Sir  Thomas 
Abney,  Alderman,  was  elected  President. 

1st  March,  1721. — On  the  death  of  Sir  Thomas  Abney,  Aider- 
man,  a Court  was  held  by  Mr.  Cole,  Treasurer,  and  Sir  Gilbei't 
Heathcote,  Alderman,  was  elected  President. 

27th  Peb.,  1721. — 8 Geo.  I. — Rep.  Stewarts. — No.  126,  fol.  231. 
— Letter  from  the  Lord  Mayor  to  William  Cole,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of 
St.  Thomas's  Hospital,  touching  the  holding  of  a Court  for  the 
election  of  a President.

After  the  last  mentioned  Court  was  summoned,  and  before  the 
day  of  sitting,  the  then  Lord  Mayor,  Sir  William  Stewart,  was 
pleased  to  send  for  the  Clerk  of  this  Hospital,  and  enquired  by  whose 
order  the  Court  was  appointed,  and  his  Lordship  was  informed  by 
the  said  Clerk  that  the  same  was  summoned  by  order  of  the  Grand 
Committee,  as  had  been  upon  the  death  of  Sir  Robert  Clayton; 
whereupon  the  said  then  Lord  Mayor  declared  that  the  Mayor 
being  first  named  in  the  Charter,  he  was  advised  that  the  Mayor  for 
the  time  being  ought  to  be  consulted  as  to  the  time  of  holding  a 
Court  to  chuse  a new  President,  to  the  end  he  might  be  present  if 
he  pleased,  and  it  being  Sessions  Week  he  could  not  attend  on  the 
day  appointed. 

This  matter  being  signified  to  the  then  Treasurer,  he,  the  said 
Treasurer,  with  two  gentlemen  of  the  Governors  attended  his  Lord- 
ship,  and  shewed  to  him  and  some  of  the  Aldermen  an  extract  from 
the  Repertory  of  this  Hospital,  whereby  it  appeared  that  from  the 
year  1649  every  Court  for  the  chusing  a President  was  held  by  the 
Treasurer.  And  thereupon  the  said  Lord  Mayor  was  pleased  to 
deliver  a letter  to  the  Treasurer,  desiring  him  to  hold  a Court  that 
day  for  the  chusing  a President, 

22d  Feb.  1732. — On  the  death  of  Sir  Gilbert  Heathcote,  a Court 
was  held  by  Mr.  Joye,  Treasurer,  and  Sir  Gerard  Conyei's,  Aider- 
man,  was  chosen  President.

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Case  and  Opinion  as  to  tlie  Rights  of  the  City  in  relation

Oil  the  16tli  May,  1772,  the  Court  of  Common  Council  appointed 
a Committee  to  enquire  into  the  right  of  the  Members  of  that 
Court  to  be  Governors  of  the  Eoyal  Hospitals.  That  Committee 
presented  their  report  to  the  Common  Council  on  the  25th  Oc- 
tober, 1775,  and  it  appeared  they  had  prepared  a case  for  the 
opinion  of  counsel,  tracing  the  history  of  the  Eoyal  Hospitals, 
and  their  Eeport  was  ordered  to  be  printed,  together  with  the  case 
and  questions,  and  opinion  of  Counsel,  and  a copy  delivered  to  each 
member.  This  case  is  very  long,  and  is  but  a repetition  of  the 
facts  appearing  in  Mr.  Firth^s  book.  Most  of  those  now  brought  to 
light  are  not  noticed  in  the  case.  The  Questions  and  Opinion  are  as 
follow : — 

Questions. — Whether  (taking  it  for  granted  that  the  right  of  the 
Mayor  and  Commonalty,  and  Citizens  of  the  City  of  London,  to 
these  several  Hospitals  still  remain  clear  and  indisputable)  it  has 
by  any  of  the  instances  or  means  before  set  forth,  and  which  of 
them  or  how  otherwise  been  irrecoverably  given  up  or  taken  away 
so  as  to  preclude  for  the  future  the  Court  of  Common  Council  or 
any  part  of  them,  or  any  Committee  by  them  to  be  appointed, 
from  resuming  the  exercise  thereof,  or  if  such  right  can  now  be 
legally  resumed,  and  it  should  not  be  thought  imprudent  to  attempt 
it,  not  exclusively,  but  in  conjunction  with  those  who  at  present 
aet  as  such  Governors — what  method  would  you  advise  and  recom- 
mend to  be  pursued  for  the  recovery  thereof? 

Opinion. — The  Government  of  the  Hospitals  appears  to  us  to 
have  been  originally  in  the  Corporation  of  London.  It  does  not 
appear  to  us  that  the  Corporation  has  by  any  act  divested  itself  of 
that  right,  nothing  to  that  purpose  being  found.  But  their  long 
acquiescence  in  a different  mode  of  governing  them,  creates  a 
prejudice  against  their  claim,  and  will  have  weight  in  the  discussion 
of  it.  The  most  advantageous  method  of  bringing  the  question  to 
a decision,  we  think,  must  be  by  some  ordinance  or  regulation  of 
the  Common  Council,  which,  if  obeyed,  will  be  an  admission  of 
their  right ; if  disobeyed,  the  appeal  must  then  be  to  the  crown,  as 
the  founder,  as  we  think  it  a visitable  body,  being  a private 
charitable  institution  and  not  for  public  purposes.  We  suggest  it 
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to  the  consideration  of  the  Common  Council,  whether  it  may  not 
be  proper  for  the  Common  Council  to  confirm  the  present 
Governors  with  a power  of  controuling  or  confirming  future 
elections,  as  the  revenues  of  the  Hospitals  depend  so  much  upon 
the  contributions  of  non-freemen.

Memorial  to  the  Court  of  Common  Council  for  enlarging 

Christ’s  Hospital. 

Common  Council,  17  April,  1794. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Eight  Worshipful  the  President,  Treasurer, 
and  Governors  of  Christ’s  Hospital  was  this  day  presented  unto 
this  Court  and  read  in  these  words — 

To  the  Eight  Honorable  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 

Commons  of  the  City  of  London  in  Common  Couneil  assem- 

uiCu. 

The  Memorial  of  the  Eight  Worshipful  the  President,  Treasurer, 
and  Governors  of  Chi'ist’s  Hospital, 

Eespectfully  sheweth. 

That  your  memorialists  having  found  it  necessary  to  extend 
their  accommodations  for  the  children  admitted  from  time  to  time 
into  Christ’s  Hospital,  and  to  effect  the  same  upon  an  improved  and 
uniform  plan,  eaused  a survey  to  be  made  of  the  property  con- 
tiguous thereto.  They  find  that  some  part  of  the  Estates  belong- 
ing to  the  Corporation  of  London  is  conneeted  with  premises 
belonging  to  your  memorialists  and  others  with  whom  they  are  in 

* Mr.  Firth  has  not  taken  any  notice  of  the  important  step  taken  by  the  Court 
of  Common  Council  in  appointing  this  Committee,  nor  of  their  report,  although  it  is 
clear  that  this  was  the  commencement  of  the  attempt  shortly  afterwards  made  to 
regain  the  management  of  the  Hospitals,  originally  granted  to  the  Corporation,  and 
exercised  by  them  without  dispute  until  the  time  of  the  Civil  War.  This  attempt 
ended  in  the  well-known  compromise  embodied  in  the  agreement  of  1782,  con- 
firmed by  Parliament,  under  which  the  Hospitals  are  now  governed.  Mr.  Firth 
may  have  doubted  the  expediency  of  publishing  this  case,  but  as  it  was  printed 
and  circulated  at  the  time,  it  must  be  perfectly  well  kuowu  to  the  Hospital 
authorities,  and  there  is  no  reason  for  its  suppression. 
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tieaty,  the  possession  of  wliich  your  memorialists  are  of  opinion  is 
essential  to  the  perfecting  of  the  said  plan. 

That  your  memorialists  are  solicitous  of  proceeding  in  this  work 
with  the  full  co-operation  of  this  court  and  of  every  branch  of  the 
Corporation,  and  are  encouraged  to  hope  for  such  accommodation 
as  the  City  of  London  can  grant,  as  well  from  their  accustomed 
readiness  to  forward  the  interest  of  this  charitable  institution  as 
from  the  consideration  of  the  genral  good  which  may  be  expected 
to  result  from  an  extension  of  the  same. 

Your  memorialists  therefore  request  they  may  be  permitted 
to  open  treaties  with  the  Corporation  of  London  for  the 
purchase  of  such  buildings  and  ground  as  may  upon 
examination  be  found  necessary  to  complete  the  intended 
enlargement  of  the  institution.

Order  of  Common  Council  to  contribute  £1000  towards 
rebuilding  Christ’s  Hospital. 

Common  Council,  2 Deer.,  1802. 

Resolved  unanimously, — That  the  Chamberlain  of  this  City  do, 
in  the  name  of  the  Corporation,  subscribe  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
pounds  towards  the  gradual  rebuilding  of  Chrisfs  Hospital  on  its 
present  site.  [Rep.  80,  fol.  342.] 

* Why,  if  Mr.  Firth  knew  of  this  and  the  six  following  entries,  he  omitted 
them,  is  difficult  to  understand.  They  relate  to  most  important  matters  happening 
after  the  agreement  of  17S2  ; the  one,  the  eulai'gement  of  Christ’s  Hospital  and 
its  rebuilding ; the  other,  the  removal  of  Bethlem  Hospital  from  Moorfields  to  St. 
George’s  Fields.  It  vdll  be  noticed  that,  in  both  cases,  the  authorities  of  these 
Hospitals  did  not  assume  the  corporate  style,  but  addressed  the  Common  Council 
as  “the  President,  Treasurers,  aud  Governors,”  and  ivsked  for  the  co-oi>eratiou  of 
the  Cor[)oration. 
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Report  of  the  City  Lands  Committee  to  the  Court  of 
Common  Council,  28  June,  1809,  as  to  Bethlem 
Hospital.* 

The  Committee  for  letting  this  City^s  Lands  did  this  day  deliver 
into  this  Court  a report  in  writing  under  their  hands  on  treating 
with  the  Gov“°’^  of  Bethlem  Hospital  for  exchange  of  ground  in 
St.  George's  Fields  for  the  scite  of  Bethlem  Hospital^  which  was  read 
in  these  words — 

To  the  Right  Honourable  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen  and 
Commons  of  the  City  of  London  in  Common  Council  assem- 
bled— 

Mhereas  by  an  order  of  this  Honorable  Court  of  the  1 8th  day 
of  February  1808,  it  was  referred  to  us  to  examine  the  allegations 
in  the  Memorial  of  the  President,  Treasurer  and  Governors  of 
Bethlem  Hospital  to  be  released  from  the  covenants  in  the  present 
lease  of  the  Hospital  to  continue  the  building  for  the  purposes 
only  of  a Hospital,  and  we  were  empowered  by  such  order,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Committee  of  Bridgehouse  Estates,  to  treat 
with  the  Governors  for  the  sale  and  purchase  or  exchange  of  cer- 
tain lands  in  St.  George's  Fields  belonging  to  the  Bridgehouse 
Estates,  and  of  certain  lands  and  tenements  in  the  possession  of 
or  belonging  to  the  said  Governors,  We  were  afterwards  attended 
by  Richard  Clark,  Esq.,  Treasurer  of  the  said  Hospital,  and  several 
of  the  Governors,  who  laid  before  us  proposals  for  exchanging  the 
scite  of  the  present  Hospital  for  a tract  of  land  in  St.  George's 
Fields,  and  on  part  of  which  stands  the  buildings  lately  known  by 
the  name  of  the  Dog  and  Duck  Ale-house,  containing  11  acres  or 
thereabouts,  whereupon  we  recommended  to  the  Committee  of 
Bridgehouse  lands  to  negotiate  with  the  Governors  of  the  said 
Hospital  for  an  exchange  upon  liberal  terms  of  the  scite  of  the 
present  Hospital  for  such  quantity  of  land  at  and  near  the  said 
premises  known  by  the  name  of  the  Dog  and  Duck  as  they  should 
deem  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Hospital,  and  we 
directed  a copy  of  the  said  proposals  to  be  sent  to  such  Committee. 
The  Bridgehouse  Committee  have  since  reported  that  they  have 
liad  several  meetings  with  the  Building  Committee  of  the  Governors 

* The  next  four  entries  relate  to  the  removal  of  Bethlem  ,IIosi)ital  from  Moor 
Fiehls  to  St.  George’s  Fields. 
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of  the  Hospital,  and  that  having  considered  the  said  proposals  of 
exchange,  they  at  length  came  to  a final  Resolution  thereon  as 
follows : — 

Resolved — That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Committee  that  upon  a 
surrender  of  the  existing  leases  of  the  present  scite  of  Bethlem 
Hospital  to  the  Corporation  of  this  City,  they  will  recommend  to 
the  Court  of  Common  Council  to  grant  to  the  Governors  of 
Bethlem  Hospital  a lease  of  the  said  piece  or  parcel  of  ground  in 
St.  George’s  Fields,  containing  1 1 acres  or  thereabouts,  and  marked 
A.  on  the  plan  of  the  said  fields,  for  the  remainder  of  the  term  to 
come  in  the  present  lease  of  the  Hospital,  in  exchange  for  the  scite 
thereof,  on  condition  that  the  Governors  do  erect  a new  Hospital 
capable  of  containing  not  less  than  200  patients,  with  an  open 
space  of  not  less  than  8 acres,  the  said  8 acres  not  to  be  used  for 
any  other  purpose,  but  with  permission  to  apply  the  residue  of  the 
ground  to  such  uses  as  the  Governors  shall  see  fit. 

The  said  Committee  further  reported  that  in  answer  to  the  above 
resolution  they  had  received  the  following  resolution  from  the 
Bethlem  Building  Committee,  to  wit : — 

Resolved — That  if  the  Honorable  Court  of  Common  Council 
will  agree  to  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital  holding  the  said  land 
in  St.  George’s  Fields,  described  A.  on  the  plan,  for  the  like  term 
which  is  to  come  in  the  scite  of  the  present  Hospital,  and  at  the 
nominal  rent  mentioned  in  the  present  lease,  the  Building  Com- 
mittee will  on  their  parts  forthwith  recommend  to  the  Governors 
to  surrender  the  present  scite  of  the  Hospital  to  the  Corporation, 
and  agree  to  erect  an  hospital  for  not  less  than  200  lunatics,  in 
such  manner  as  that  eight  acres  shall  be  occupied  by  the  building 
and  offices,  and  a space  for  air  and  exercise,  and  the  remaining 
part  to  be  appropriated  towards  augmenting  the  revenues  of  the 
Hospital  for  the  benefit  of  the  lunatic  patients. 

That  having  fully  considered  the  subject,  we  recommend  to  this 
Honorable  Court  to  accept  the  terms  proposed  by  the  Governors  in 
the  said  resolution,  and  to  empower  your  Committee,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Bridgehouse  Committee,  to  carry  the  same  into  execution 
ill  such  manner  as  counsel  shall  advise.  All  which  we  submit  to  the 
judgment  of  this  Honorable  Court.

Report  of  the  City  Lands  Committee  to  the  Court  of 
Common  Council,  3 May,  1810,  recommending  Seal 
to  be  affixed  to  the  Agreement  as  to  Bethlem  Hos- 
pital, and  to  a Petition  for  an  Act  of  Parliament. 

The  Committee  for  letting  this  City’s  lands  did  this  day  deliver 
into  this  Court  a report  in  writing  under  their  hands  for  affixing 
the  City  seal  to  the  agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Governors 
of  Bethlem  Hospital  for  exchanging  the  scite  of  the  hospital  for 
certain  ground  in  St.  George’s  Fields,  which  was  read  in  these 
words — 

To  the  Right  Hon.  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commons 
of  the  City  of  London  in  Common  Council  assembled. 

We  whose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  your  Committee  for 
letting  the  City’s  lands  in  the  account  of  the  Chamberlain  of 
London,  do  certify  that  by  an  order  of  this  Hon.  Court  of  the 
28th  of  June  last,  it  was  referred  to  us  to  proceed  in  compleating 
tlie  agreement  between  the  Corporation  of  London  and  the  Gover- 
nors of  Bethlem  Hospital  for  exchanging  a piece  or  parcel  of 
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ground  in  St.  George's  Fields,  parcel  of  tlie  Bridgehouse  Estate, 
for  tlic  scite  of  the  said  hospital,  whereupon  •\ve  directed  Mr. 
Solicitor  to  advise  with  counsel  as  to  the  best  means  of  carrying 
such  agreement  into  effeet. 

We  have  sinee  reeeived  a report  from  Mr.  Solicitor,  with  the 
opinion  of  counsel,  as  follows : — 

To  the  Worshipful  Committee  of  City  Lands. 

Gentlemen, 

In  obedienee  to  the  order  of  this  Worshipful  Committee  made 
upon  reading  a resolution  of  the  Governors  of  Bethlem  Hospital 
on  the  subject  of  exchanging  the  scite  of  the  said  hospital  for 
ground  in  St.  George's  Fields^  belonging  to  the  Bridgehouse 
Estates,  whereby  it  was  referred  to  me  to  advise  with  counsel  as  to 
the  best  means  of  carrying  into  effect  the  agreement  with  the  said 
Governors,  I have  the  honor  to  eertify  that  a ease  has  been  pre- 
pared and  laid  before  Mr.  Recorder,  Mr.  Common  Serjeant,  and 
Mr.  Dampier,  with  instructions  for  their  opinion  and  advice 
accordingly,  and  a consultation  had  thereupon,  which  was  attended 
by  Mr.  Comptroller  of  the  City  and  Mr.  Comptroller  of  the  Bridge- 
house  Estates,  whose  aid  and  assistance,  given  by  direction  of  this 
Worshipful  Committee,  and  of  the  Worshipful  Committee  oi  Bridge- 
house  Estates,  afforded  much  benefit  in  the  discussion  of  the 
matters  in  question,  and  after  fully  considering  the  several  circum- 
stances, Mr.  Reeorder,  Mr.  Common  Serjeant,  and  Mr.  Bumpier 
have  given  their  opinion  as  to  the  best  means  of  carrying  the  said 
agreement  into  effeet  as  follows : — 

“We  are  of  opinion  that,  independently  of  all  other  circum- 
stanees,  the  charges  laid  on  the  City  lands  by  the  Act  of  WiUiam 
and  Mary,  c.  10,  from  which  the  Bridgehouse  lands  are  exempted, 
makes  it  absolutely  necessary  for  the  parties  to  obtain  an  Act  of 
Parliament  in  order  to  carry  into  effect  tlie  agreement  which  has 
been  entered  into.’^

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We  thereupon  directed  Mr.  Remembrancer  to  prepare  a petition 
to  the  Riglit  Honorable  tlic  House  of  Lords  for  effecting  the  pur- 
poses of  the  said  agreement,  and  directed  a copy  to  be  sent  of  our 
proceedings  to  the  Bridyeliouse  Committee. 

On  the  26th  of  Jamianj  last  we  were  attended  by  Mr.  Remem- 
brancer, who  stated  to  us  the  necessity  of  tlie  agreement  being 
prepared  preparatory  to  the  application  to  Parliament  for  effecting 
the  purposes  thereof.  Whereupon  we  directed  Mr.  Solicitor,  with 
the  assistance  of  Mr.  Remembrancer,  Mr.  Comptroller,  and  the 
Clerk  Comptroller  of  the  Briclgehouse,  to  prepare  the  said  agree- 
ment accordingly,  and  that  the  Clerk  Comptroller  of  the  Bridge- 
house  should  assist  Mr.  Remembrancer  in  the  Bill  to  be  presented 
to  Parliament.  The  Clerk  Comptroller  of  the  Bridgehouse  has 
since  laid  before  us  several  proceedings  of  the  Bridgehouse  Com- 
mittee on  the  subject  of  the  said  exchange. 

Mr.  Solicitor  has  laid  before  us  the  agreement  as  settled  by 
counsel ; we  therefore  recommend  your  Honorable  Court  to  cause 
the  seal  of  the  City  to  be  affixed  thereto,  and  that  the  petition  to 
the  House  of  Lords  should  be  presented  forthwith.  All  which  we 
submit  to  the  judgment  of  this  Hon.  Court.

The  agreement  between  the  Mayor,  Commonalty  and  Citizens 
of  the  City  of  London  and  the  Governors  of  Bethlem  Hospital  for 
exclianging  the  scite  of  the  hospital  for  certain  ground  in  St. 
George’s  Fields,  was  sealed  with  the  City  seal,  and  also  one  other 
agreement  from  the  said  Governors  to  the  said  Mayor,  &c.,  for  the 
same  purpose,  was  this  day  sealed  with  the  seal  commonly  used 
for  sealing  of  hospital  deeds. 

A draft  of  a petition  to  the  House  of  Lords  thereon,  and  for 
effecting  the  purposes  of  the  said  agreement  being  prepared  was 
read  and  agreed  to  in  these  words : —

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To  the  Right  Honorable  the  Ijords  Spiritual  and  Temporal, 
the  Imperial  Parliament  assembled. 

The  humble  Petition  of  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Com- 
mons of  the  City  of  London  in  Common  Council  assembled,  and 
of  the  Governors  of  Bethlem  Hospital  in  the  said  City, 

Sheweth, 

That  your  petitioners,  the  Governors  of  Bethlem  Hospital,  are 
owners  of  the  scite  of  Bethlem  Hospital  and  the  land  held  there- 
with, for  the  remainder  of  two  terms  of  999  years  and  881  years, 
granted  by  the  Mayor,  Commonalty  and  Citizens  of  the  said  City 
of  London. 

That  the  said  hospital  was  originally  built  upon  an  insecure 
foundation,  and  having  been  for  several  years  past  in  a very  delapi- 
dated  state,  to  the  great  danger  of  the  patients  and  officers  residing 
therein,  as  well  as  to  the  public  at  large,  considerable  part  thereof 
was  some  time  since  necessarily  taken  down,  and  the  remainder  of 
the  said  building  cannot  much  longer  be  supported. 

That  under  the  circumstances  aforesaid  many  lunatics  have  been 
denied  admittance  to  the  said  hospital  who  would  have  been 
received  therein  in  case  the  hospital  had  been  capable  of  housing 
them,  and  the  number  of  patients  heretofore  usually  admitted  must 
be  still  further  diminished  unless  a new  building  suitable  to  the 
purposes  of  the  said  charity  shall  be  erected  without  loss  of  time. 

That  your  petitioners,  the  Governors,  are  desirous  of  erecting 
a new  building  capable  of  containing  a greater  number  of  patients 
than  the  old  hospital,  and  to  afford  them  the  advantage  of  exercise 
in  the  open  air,  but  the  scite  of  the  present  hospital,  and  the 
land  held  therewith,  are  wholly  inadequate  to  the  purposes  afore- 
said. 

That  your  petitioners,  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commons  are 
owners  of  several  pieces  of  land  in  St.  George’s  Fields,  in  the 
county  of  Surrey,  containing  11  acres,  which  would  be  fully  ade- 
quate to  the  erection  of  a new  hospital  on  the  scale  aforesaid,  and 
be  otherwise  applicable  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity. 

That  your  petitioners,  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commons,  and 
your  petitioners,  the  Governors,  are  desirous  that  the  leases  in  the 
scite  of  the  present  hospital,  and  the  lands  held  therewith,  should 
be  surrendered  and  given  up,  and  that  the  said  land  in  St.  George’s 
Fields  should  be  granted  to  or  in  trust  for  the  Governors  of  the 
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said  hospital  for  the  like  term  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  but  all 
the  lands  vested  iu  the  said  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commons  are, 
under  or  by  virtue  of  eertaiii  Acts  of  Parliament,  charged  with 
certain  large  annual  sums  of  money  for  payment  of  the  orphans 
and  other  creditors  of  the  said  City  of  London. 

That  your  petitioners  apprehend  that  the  said  land  in  St. 
George’s  Fields  aforesaid  might  be  discharged  from  the  said  annual 
sums  Avithout  prejudice  to  the  creditors  aforesaid,  and  that  the 
building  of  a new  hospital  on  an  enlarged  scale,  for  the  occupation 
and  care  of  lunatics,  Avould  be  a great  public  benefit.  That  your 
petitioners  were  not  able  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements  for 
carrying  into  efiect  the  beneficial  purposes  aforesaid  until  after 
the  time  limited  by  this  Hon.  House  for  receiving  petitions  for 
private  Bills. 

Your  petitioners  therefore  humbly  pray  your  Lordships 
that  in  consideration  of  the  circumstances  aforesaid,  leave 
may  be  given  to  bring  in  a Bill  for  effecting  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  in  such  manner  and  under  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  to  this  Right  Honourable  House  may  seem 
meet.

Report  of  the  City  Lands  Committee  to  the  Court  of 
Common  Council,  8th  June,  1810,  for  affixing'  Seal 
to  the  Act  of  Parliament  as  to  Bethlem  Hospital. 

The  Committee  for  letting  this  City^s  lands  did  this  day  deliver 
into  this  Court  a Eeport  in  writing  under  their  hands  for  affixing 
the  City  seal  to  the  Bill  in  Parliament  for  exchanging  ground  with 
the  Governors  of  Bridewell  and  Bethlem  Hospitals,  which  was  read 
in  these  words  : — 

To  the  Eight  Hon,  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Commons 
of  the  City  of  London,  in  Common  Council  assembled. 

We  of  your  Committee  for  letting  the  City’s  lands  in  the 
Account  of  the  Chamberlain  of  London,  do  certify,  that  in  pur- 
suance of  the  order  of  this  Hon.  Court,  we  have  directed  a Bill  to 
be  prepared  for  vesting  the  lease  of  tbe  present  scite  of  Bethlem 
Hospital  in  the  Corporation  of  London,  and  for  the  authorizing 
the  Corporation  to  grant  certain  land  in  St.  George’s  Fields  in  lieu 
thereof  to  trustees  for  the  Governors  of  the  Hospital  for  the  like 
term,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a new  hospital  thereon,  a printed 
copy  of  which  Bill  we  have  hereunto  annexed  for  the  information 
of  this  Hon.  Court,  and  we  recommend  the  City’s  seal  to  be  affixed 
thereto  to  testify  the  consent  of  this  Hon.  Court  to  the  said  Bill. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted  to  the  judgment  of  this  Hon. 
Court  this  8th  day  of  June  1810.

Ajiplication  of  the  Governors  of  Bethlem  Hospital  to  the 
Court  of  Common  Conncil  for  pecuniary  aid  towards 
rebuilding  the  Hospital.  Court  held  28^^  Novem- 
ber, 1811. 

The  minutes  of  the  following  Bethlem  Building  Committees 
were  read  and  confirmed,  viz  : — 

The  17th  July  last. 

The  9th  August  last. 

The  25th  September  last. 

The  30th  October  last,  and 
The  27  th  November  inst. 

The  Court  then  considered  the  recommendation  of  the  Bethlem 
Building  Committee  that  application  be  made  to  the  City  oi London 
for  its  assistance  in  the  rebuilding  of  Betldem  Hospital,  and  upon 
the  question  being  put  from  the  chair  that  this  court  do  accede  to 
such  recommendation,  the  same  Avas  carried*  in  the  affirmative, 
and  the  folloAving  memorial  was  read  by  the  Clerk  and  ordered  to 
be  presented  to  the  next  Court  of  Common  Council.  And  it  Avas 
further  ordered  that  the  President  be  reij nested  to  present  the 
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same,  and  that  such  of  the  Governors  now  present  as  may  )jc  able, 
he  also  requested  to  attend  the  presenting  tliereof. 

“ To  the  flight  Honorable  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and 
Commons  of  the  City  of  London,  in  Common  Council 
assembled. 

The  Memorial  of  the  President,  Treasurer,  and  Governors  of 

Bethlem  Hospital. 

Kespectfully  sheweth, 

“ That  the  present  Hospital,  which  was  erected  almost  imme- 
diately after  the  Lire  of  London,  upon  an  unsound  foundation, 
and  constructed  in  haste  as  w'ell  as  in  a great  degree  wdth 
unseasoned  materials,  having  long  been  in  so  decayed  and  dan- 
gerous a state  as  to  render  it  necessary  to  pull  down  a consider- 
able part  of  it,  and  to  limit  the  number  of  patients,  and  the 
remaining  part  of  the  building  being  also  hastening  rapidly  to 
decay,  it  became  at  length  necessary  to  meet  such  exigency,  and  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  with  your  Worshipful  Corporation  for  an 
exchange  of  the  present  site  of  the  Hospital  for  a piece  of  ground 
situated  in  Saint  George^ s Fields,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a new 
and  enlarged  Hospital,  which  agreement  has  since  been  ratified  by 
Parliament.  That  in  consequence  thereof  your  memorialists  are 
anxious  to  carry  into  effect  as  speedily  as  possible  the  wishes  of 
both  bodies,  thus  sanctioned  by  the  legislature,  but,  inasmuch  as 
their  funds  are  not  adequate  to  meet  the  expense  of  a new  building 
without  the  assistance  of  Corporate  bodies  and  individuals  through- 
out the  Kingdom,  Your  memorialists  are  induced,  in  the  first 
instance,  to  resort  to  the  well-known  liberality  and  bounty  of  your 
Worshipful  Corporation  which  deservedly  stands  at  the  head  of 
every  other,  and  to  present  their  earnest  request  for  assistance  in 
the  prosecution  of  the  great  work  they  have  now  undertaken,  which 
is  nothing  less  than  the  supply  of  more  extensive  means  of  relief 
and  cure  than  have  ever  yet  been  afibrded  to  the  unfortunate 
subjects  of  the  greatest  of  all  human  maladies. 

‘‘Your  Memorialists  beg  leave  only  to  add  that  they  leave  their 
case  with  confidence  in  the  hands  of  a Corporation  which  is  not 
only  great  from  the  station  which  it  occupies,  but  from  the 
generosity  which  it  exercises,  and  they  entertain  scarcely  a doubt 
that  the  humane  and  charitable  feelings  which  have  been  so  often 
called  forth  by  claims  of  a less  important  nature  will  be  felt  in 
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their  fullest  force  and  operate  in  their  largest  extent  on  occasion  of 
the  present  application^  whereby  the  Governors  may  be  the  better 
enabled  to  erect  an  Hospital,  which  may  be  at  once  a monument  of 
a benevolent  and  enlightened  area,  and  an  honor  to  a great  and 
distinguished  metropolis/^

Order  of  Court  of  Common  Council,  20  February,  1812, 
contributing  £3000  towards  rebuilding  Betblem 
Hospital. 

Resolved  unanimously — 'That  Mr.  Chamberlain  do  subscribe  the 
sum  of  three  thousand  pounds  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  hospitals  of 
Bridewell  and  Betlilem,  as  the  gift  of  this  Court,  to  be  applied 
towards  the  purpose  of  building  a new  hospital  for  the  reception 
of  lunatics  at  St.  George^ s Fields,  in  lieu  of  the  present  Betlilem 
Hospital  at  Moorfields,  within  this  city.  [Rep.  87,  fol.  145.] 


Statement  presented  to  the  Attorney -General  by  direc- 
tion of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  of  the 
Court  of  Common  Council,  in  opposition  to  the  re- 
moval of  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital  from  Southwark  to 
Stangate. 

1.  This  Hospital  was  origmally  founded  by  the  Prior  of  Ber- 
mondsey, in  the  year  1213,  for  converts  and  poor  children.  It  was 
remodelled  in  1215  by  the  Bishop  of  Winchester  for  regular  canons, 
and  seems  to  have  remained  a religious  establishment  until  the 
30th  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Henry  the  VIII.,  when  it  was 
surrendered  into  his  hands  at  the  time  of  the  dissolution  of  the 
monasteries. 

2.  The  City  of  London  purchased  of  the  CroMm  the  suppressed 
Hospital,  and  repaired  and  adapted  it  for  the  reception  of  diseased 
people.  They  obtained  a charter  for  it  from  King  Edward  the  VI., 
in  the  5th  year  of  his  reign  (1551),  which  recited  that  the  King, 
considering  the  miserable  condition  of  the  poor,  weak,  and 
sick  people  lying  and  begging  in  the  highways  and  streets 
of  London,  to  their  no  small  grief  and  pain,  and  to  tlie 
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infection  and  molesting  of  his  subjects ; and  their  health  and 
security  no  less  desiring  than  the  curing  and  sustentation  of 
the  aforenamed  people,  granted  unto  the  Corporation  of  the 
City  of  Idondon,  the  Hos])ital  of  Thomas  a’  Beckett  in  Southwark, 
commonly  called  the  Hospital  of  Saint  Thomas,  "vvith  various 
endowments  to  support  the  same : to  hold  to  the  Corporation  and 
their  successors  for  ever  by  fealty  only ; and  he  granted  that  the 
said  Hospital  shoiild  thenceforth  be  a place  and  house  for  poor 
people,  there  to  be  relieved  and  sustained,  and  should  be  called  the 
house  of  the  poor  in  Soutltwark  of  his  foundation,  that  they  should 
keep  sisters  fit  and  proper  to  serve  the  poor  people  there,  and 
sustain  one  skilful  surgeon  to  heal  the  sick  and  infirm;  and  that 
the  revenues  of  the  said  Hospital  should  be  expended  for  the  use 
and  sustentation  of  the  poor  sick  and  infirm  in  the  said  Hospital; 
and  he  granted  license  to  the  Corporation  to  hold  land  in  mortmain 
for  the  better  sustentation  of  the  said  Hospital. 

3.  In  November  of  the  following  year  (1552)  the  Hospital  was 
first  opened  for  the  admission  of  patients,  and  the  Corporation  at 
once  proceeded  to  assume  the  charge  and  government  of  it. 

4.  On  the  12th  June  in  the  following  year  (1553)  an  indenture 
of  covenants  was  made  between  the  King  and  the  Corporation, 
affecting  not  only  St.  7'homas’s  Hospital,  but  also  Bridewell  and 
Christ’s,  which  indenture  was  confirmed  by  letters  patent  on  the 
26th  of  the  same  month  of  June,  whereby  the  King  granted  and 
confirmed  the  said  hospitals,  with  all  their  possessions,  unto  the 
Corporation,  and  gave  them  abundant  powers  for  the  government 
of  those  foundations.  In  this  charter  the  possessions  of  the  Old 
Savoy  Hospital  were  conveyed  to  the  Corporation  of  London,  who 
were  incorporated  anew  as  Governors  of  this  Hospital,  jointly  with 
Christ’s  and  Bridewell;  and  so  anxious  were  the  Corporation  to 
make  this  Hospital  useful  and.  efficient  for  the  citizens  of  London, 
that  on  the  11th  August,  1562,  they  agreed  that  the  lands  lately 
belonging  to  the  Savoy,  and  all  other  lands  that  had  been  given  to 
the  three  Hospitals  (except  some  property  within  the  immediate 
precincts  of  Christ’s  Hospital),  should  be  turned  over  to  the  relief 
of  the  poor  in  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital ; and  it  is  believed  that  from 
that  day  to  this,  the  possessions  which  formerly  belonged  to  the 
Savoy,  although  originally  granted  for  the  use  of  all  the  three 
hospitals  of  Christ,  Bridewell,  and  St.  Thomas,  have  been  considered 
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as  the  peculiar  property  of  St.  Thomas,  and  enjoyed  by  them 
accordingly. 

5.  In  the  19th  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Charles  the  First 
(1644),  the  report  of  the  President,  Treasurers,  and  Governors  of 
the  three  Hospitals  recommended  that  the  Constables  and  Beadles 
of  the  City  Wards  should  search  the  streets  for  all  rogues, 
vagabonds,  idle  women,  and  children,  and  take  them  to  Bridewell 
Hospital,  where  the  Governors  were  to  dispose  and  sort  them,  the 
sick,  poor,  and  lame  to  St.  Thomas’s  and  Saint  Bartholomew’ s,  the 
small  children  to  Christ’s,  and  the  sturdy  rogues  and  vagabonds  to 
be  employed  in  Bridewell.  So  much  of  that  regulation  as  applies 
to  the  sick  poor  has  ever  since  been  practically  carried  into  eflPect 
by  the  magistrates  of  the  City  of  London  sending  all  the  sick  poor 
who  made  application  at  the  Mansion  House  Justice  Room,  to 
St.  Thomas’s  Hospital,  and  all  those  who  came  to  the  Guildhall 
Justice  Room,  to  St.  Bartholomew’ s. 

6.  It  is  needful  here  to  mention  that  in  consequence  of  a new 
class  of  persons,  namely,  those  who  have  from  time  to  time  assisted 
the  Hospital  by  donations,  having  come  into  existence  since  its 
original  foundation,  and  claimed  to  be  considered  as  Governors,  an 
Act  of  Parliament  was  passed  in  the  year  1782  (22  Geo.  ‘6  cap.  77), 
to  confirm  an  agreement  by  which  those  persons  were  recognized  as 
Donation  Governors,  and  invested  with  certain  rights  as  such, 
although  the  charters  of  Edward  6th  constituted  the  Corporation 
of  London,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  sole  Governors  of  this  and 
the  other  Hospitals.  Since  the  passing  of  this  Act  of  Parliament, 
these  Donation  Governors,  together  with  a certain  delegation  from 
the  Corporation  of  London,  viz.,  the  Lord  Mayor,  all  the  Aldermen 
and  tw'elve  Commoners  to  each  Hospital,  have  been  the  actual 
Governors  of  the  Hospitals  under  the  title  of  The  Mayor  and 
Commonalty  and  Citizens  of  the  City  of  London,  Governors  of  the 
possessions,  revenues,  and  goods  of  the  Hospitals  of  Edward,  late 
King  of  Eiigland,  the  6th,  of  Christ,  Bridewell,  and  St.  Thomas  the 
Apostle.’’^ 

7.  This  alteration  in  the  governing  body  of  the  Hospital  does 
not,  however,  in  any  way  affect  the  question  to  which  this  state- 
ment relates,  namely,  the  claim  that  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of 
London  has,  and  makes,  that  the  Hospital  of  St.  Thomas  shall  be 
and  remain  as  it  has  been  from  the  period  of  its  foundation,  a 
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Hospital  for  the  relief  of  the  sick  poor  of  the  City  of  London  and 
Borough  of  Southwark. 

8.  It  is  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Corporation  of  the  Citv  of 
London  were  the  original  founders  of  tlie  present  Hospital,  after  the 
dissolution  of  the  monasteries,  tliat  they  purchased  the  site,  that 
they  petitioned  the  King  to  refound  it  as  a Hospital,  tliat  the  poor 
and  sick  of  the  City  might  have  relief  there,  and  that  they,  in  the 
time  of  its  early  difficulties,  by  grants  from  Corporation  funds,  and 
from  charges  laid  upon  the  citizens,  most  materially  assisted  in  its 
establishment.  At  this  time  the  Borough  of  Southwark,  where  it 
is  situate,  was  of  comparatively  small  limits.  A bird’s-eye  view 
(still  extant)  of  London,  Westminster,  and  Southwark,  as  they 
appeared  in  the  year  1543,  just  before  the  time  of  the  foundation 
of  the  Hospital,  shows  that,  with  the  exception  of  the  Hospital,  the 
church  of  Saint  Saviour,  and  a few  conventual  buildings  about 
them,  and  some  houses  along  the  highway  leading  to  the  bridge, 
the  whole  population  was  located  on  the  northern  bank  of  the 
Thames,  and  within  the  boundary  of  the  City  of  London.  It  may 
therefore,  without  fear  of  dispute  be  contended  that  the  primary 
object  of  the  refoundation  of  this  Hospital  was  the  relief  of  the 
poor  of  the  City. 

9.  As  the  inhabitants  increased  on  the  southern  bank  of  the 
Thames,  no  obstacle  was  raised  to  the  benevolent  provision  of  its 
founders  being  extended  to  them,  and  so  Southwark,  with  its  busy 
water-side  population  (who  being  engaged  in  pursuits  of  manu- 
facture and  commerce  were  peculiarly  liable  to  many  accidents), 
has  for  two  centuries  participated  in  the  inestimable  benefits  of  the 
Hospital. 

10.  The  City  of  London,  until  the  recent  destruction  of  this 
Hospital,  has  enjoyed  the  great  advantage  of  having  it  as  the 
Hospital  to  which  half  of  their  sick  poor  could  always  be  sent.  As 
is  well  known,  the  Charing  Cross  Bailway  Company  caused  its 
removal  last  year,  and  from  that  time  until  now  the  question  of  the 
site  of  its  rebuilding  has  been  a subject  for  debate  among  the 
public  and  those  interested  in  the  matter.  In  the  meanwhile  the 
Governors  of  the  Hospital  have  rented  the  Surrey  Gardens,  where 
they  provide  a temporary  hospital. 

11.  Within  the  last  few  days  a provisional  agreement  has  been 
entered  into  between  the  Governors  of  St.  Thomas’ s Hospital  and 
the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Works,  by  which,  when  so  much  of  the

Southern  Embankment  Selieme  sliall  be  finished  as  ■will  enable 
them  to  do  so,  the  latter  body  are  to  hand  over,  for  £95,000, 
seven  aeres  of  land  opposite  the  Houses  of  Parliament,  and  on  the 
bank  of  the  lliver  Thames,  upon  whieh  to  re-build  the  Hosj)ital. 
To  this  arrangement  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  London 
strongly  objeets,  and  protests  against  it  as  an  infringement  of  their 
rights,  eontending  that,  so  far  as  regards  its  original  purposes,  and 
the  loealities  for  -whose  benefit  it  was  established  and  has  been  so 
long  maintained,  the  spot  suggested  is  undoubtedly  a most 
improper  site  for  the  ITospital.  They  coneeive  that  having,  as 
before  stated,  been  the  aetual  refounders  of  the  institution  in  its 
present  form,  as  a hospital  for  the  siek  and  poor  of  the  City,  and 
the  great  and  sole  objeet  of  that  foundation  being  relief  to  the  siek 
poor  of  the  City,  its  removal  entirely  away  from  the  eonfines  of  the 
City  is  totally  ineonsistent  with  their  rights  and  interests ; and 
their  duty  requires  that  they  should  strenuously  oppose  sueh 
contemplated  removal.  They  assert  it  to  be  their  clear  right  and 
duty  to  insist,  that  the  Hospital  shall  be  rebuilt  within  such  a 
distance  of  the  City,  as  will  still  secure  to  the  citizens  all  its 
benefits  and  advantages;  an  object  which  the  adoption  of  the  site 
at  Stangate  will  in  no  way  fulfil. 

12.  Their  main  objection  being  one  upon  principle,  to  its 
removal  to  a distance  from  the  City,  the  Corporation  do  not  feel 
bound  to  dwell  at  length  npon  any  other  objections  which  may  be 
urged  against  the  rebuilding  of  the  Hospital  on  the  proposed  site; 
but  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  for  three  centuries  St.  Thomas’s 
Hospital  has  been  enjoyed  by  the  labouring  population  of  the 
south-eastern  side  of  London,  and  their  claims  ought  to  be  con- 
sidered in  the  place  where  it  is  to  be  rebuilt.  Moreover,  that  if  it 
be  a question  of  accommodating  the  largest  population,  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  south-eastern  suburbs  are  very  much  larger  in  number 
than  those  of  the  south-western  suburbs,  and  very  much  larger 
than  the  latter  are  ever  likely  to  become,  so  extensive  a space  being 
appropriated  for  public  purposes  at  Battersea  as  a park,  and  not 
being  available  therefore  for  residence.  Besides,  the  south-western 
portions  of  the  Metropolis  are  already  amply  provided  with  hospital 
accommodation,  there  being  two  hospitals  in  close  proximity  to  the 
spot  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  rebuild  St.  Thomas’s,  viz.,  West- 
minster Hospital,  only  just  across  the  bridge,  and  Charing  Cross 
Hospital,  within  half  a mile. 
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13.  The  Corporation  might  here  fairly  end  their  case,  and 
content  themselves  with  saying,  tliat  the  site  at  Slantjate  being  an 
infringement  of  their  rights,  it  is  sufficient  for  tliem  to  object  to 
that  site,  without  pointing  out  other  objections,  or  suggesting 
where  the  Hospital  may  be  built;  but  desiring  to  deal  fully  with 
the  whole  case,  they  may  remark  that  it  is  a very  debatable  point 
whether,  having  regard  to  the  fact,  that  nearly  the  whole  of  the 
water  that  comes  down  the  lliver  Thamef>  is  abstracted  before  it 
reaches  Tcddingtoyi  Weir  by  the  several  Waterworks  Companies, 
who  have  to  supply  an  ever-increasing  population,  the  Thames  will, 
even  when  the  drainage  works  shall  have  been  carried  out,  become 
of  such  a character  as  to  justify  the  erection  of  a Hospital  upon 
its  banks. 

14.  As  to  themselves  suggesting  a site,  the  Corporation  need  do 
no  more  than  point  out  that  there  is  the  site  of  the  Queen’s  Prison, 
which  is  near  to  the  former  site,  and  on  that  account  alone,  a very 
desirable  spot  upon  which  a new  Hospital  might  with  advantage  be 
erected ; there  is  also  the  location  of  the  temporary  Hospital,  the 
Surrey  Gardens ; there  is  a third  site  behind  Newington  Church, 
which  is  regarded  with  very  great  favour  by  the  parishes  in  the 
Borough  of  Southwark  and  by  the  public  at  large ; and  a fourth, 
where  Bethlehem  Hospital  now  stands  ; and  a fifth  a large  piece  of 
ground  fronting  the  new  street  from  London  Bridge  to  Blackfriars 
Bridge;  any  one  of  which  sites  would,  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Corporation,  be  more  appropriate,  and  would  certainly  be  avail- 
able at  an  earlier  period  than  the  ground  at  Stangate  (which 
is  not  yet  in  existence)  could  possibly  be  ; whilst  each  of  them  is 
nearer  to  the  district  for  whose  especial  benefit  the  Hospital  was 
founded. 

15.  For  these  reasons  the  Attorney- General  is  respectfully 
requested  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  London  to  refuse  his 
sanction  to  the  purchase  of  the  site  at  Stangate,  and  to  oppose  the 
re-erection  of  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital  there.
